In the Democratic party, Governor 


Smith is virtually assured 
of 
the 


nomination in the minds of most Re- 
publican as weU as Democratic lead- 
ers. There may be an over-confidence 
in the Smith camp and there may not 
be the necessary two thirds if a stub- 
born one-third is developed to veto 
the nomination, but the chances now 
are that the Democrats will choose 
Governor Smith on one of the first 
few ballots and that an appearance 
of harmony will be given the whole 
convention with agnomination by ac- 
clamation after the complimentary 
ballots to favorite sons have been tak- 
en. 


The big question now facing 
the 


Republicans is, who will they put up 
against Governor Smith? The Hoover 
supporters are confident the secret- 
ary is the strongest possiblejvote-get- 
ter In the J present ' circumstances. 
They concede that President Coolidge 
would make a strong race against the 
Xew York1 governor but they are ab- 
solutely convinced Mr. Coolidge Is out 
of it. 


The interesting thing about 
the 


Republican race is that Herbert Hoo- 
ver is the first choice of his immedi- 
ate supporters and that if anything 
did happen to block his candidacy 
they would favor a draft of Mr. Coo- 
l;dge rather than some other candid- 
ate. As for the Coolidge group -which 
still holds to the idea that he may 
be persuaded to accept a nomination 
they inwardly feel that if the presi- 
dent flatly refuses to accept, then 
rHerbert Hoover is a logical 
second 


choice. 


CONTROL MANY VOTES 


In other words, tho Coolidge-Hoov- 


er group dominates the party and can 
control more than a majority of the 
delegates. If the friends of Mr. Low- 
den or Mr. Dawes were able to mus- 
ter enough votes to bring about a 
deadlock, it is not now considered 
likely that they could persuade tho 
Hoover group to turn to a comprom-" 
ise candidate. Also, it is well known 
that some of the favorite son states 
contain many Hoover delegates who 
will como to him after the early bal- 
loting has been concluded. 


Indiana 
will have 
psychological 


effect on the whole situation. If Mr. 
Hoover defeats the regular Republi- 
can organization, he will have 
ac- 


complished something unexpected and 
it will tend to aid him in other states 
where organizations are fighting him. 
If he comes out of the national con- 
vention the candidate of anti-organiza- 
tion forces in a number of states, his 
supporters think he will have an ex- 
cellent opportunity to get a large 
part of the Independent vote in the 
autumn, especially in those states 
where, under other circumstance the 
opposite party would naturally gc 
the benefit of a protest vote.

Mrs. Florence E. S. Knapp, former 
secretary of state, charged with lar- 
ceny in connection with the admin- 
istration of the 1925 census, was giv- 
en to the jury 
shortly after noon 
Tuesday. 


Supreme Court Justice Stephen Cal- 


laghan In his c: arge told the jury 
that they should not be Influenced by 
the fact that the defendant was a 
woman. 


"A juror rjay not be chivalrous at 


the expense of violating his oath," he 
said. 
"The fact that the defendant 


held one of the highest offices in this 
state must not be considered by you 
and it must not affect your verdict." 


The judge dwelt briefly on the in- 


dictment on which Mrs. Knapp is be- 
ing tried, which charges her with the 
theft of a. state pay check for $2,875.06 
drawn to the order of C. B. Knapp, 
conceded to 
be Mrs. Knapp's step- 


daughter, Clara Blanche Knapp. 


Patrick C. Dugan, attorney for Mrs. 


Knapp, In his summation for the de- 
fense, asserted that Mrs. Knapp, in 
appointing relatives to, census posi- 
tions had made no • effort to conceal 
her acts. 


Madison—UP)—Edward JBsterra lost 


his appeal for a writ of error from 
the state supreme court Tuesday to 
review his conviction of assault with 
intent to murder. His sentence result- 
ed from a fight over guns with City 
Detective Martin Burke. Green Bay, 
who had been shadowing him on the 
night of Sept. 19, 1927. 


Called on a robbery of a man in a 


hotel near the 
Northwestern depot 


there, and after obtaining a descrip- 
tion of the robber, Detective Burke 
started following Esterra. alias John 
McDowell when a taxi driver pointed 
him out to Burke. 
' Both Burke and the alleged robber 
fired a revolver 
shot at the other 


around the corner of a building when 


Esterra ducked 
around the 
corner 


and doubled back on the detective. 
Then in a scuffle Burke took Ester- 
ra's gun away. 


In the supreme

THE INNOCENT BYSTANDER IN NEW HOLE 
A news item sent in by a reader tells how a boy. 


who choked on a kernel of popcorn, was saved from 
death by a man who happened to be on the .street 
car when the child strangled. The man sei/ed the 
boy when his face had turned black, placed him on 
the floor of the car and administered prone pressure 
resuscitation. He saved the boy's life, but not with- 
out some Interference on the part of the innocent 
bystander. While this man was engaged in his life 
saving, a woman who happened to be a passenger 
in tho same car, deeming the man's conduct cruel 
or unwarranted, attacked tho man, pulled his hair. 
and gave him a wicked drubbing. The rest of the* 
bystanders apparently played thq conventional role 
of 
tho 
innocent bystander—they 
did 
nothing. 


Especially they did nothing toward protecting the 
man in his efforts in'behalf of the child. Neverthe- 
less the man's efforts proved successful and the 
child was saved. Tho man quietly disappeared with- 
out giving his name or address. Only after con- 
siderable search were the child's parents able to 
find him and thank him for saving the boy's life. 
The man's name is James IS. JJoHz, an employe of 
the Western Union Telegraph company, DCS Moincs, 
la. 


The woman who interfered with tho resuscitation 


meant well, of course. She did not understand 
what the man was doing and in'hor anxiety about 
the child's desperate state and her ignorance of ar- 
tificial respiration she fancied the man was not giv- 
ing the boy proper treatment, and therefore, like 
a good motherly woman, she interfered. 


I am sorry that this newspaper item does not deal 


with the incident; in greater detail. It -would seem 
that the editor overlooked a big news story here. 
Instead of printing the hare facts in less than the 
proberblal stickful of space, the editor should have 
let the public know how Mr. Bolbs happened to be 
prepared to save this boy's life, where in the world 
he picked up such knowledge or skill, for surely he 
^didn't cret it in the ordinary backwoods public 
school. The editor mishit have extended the slory 
to include an interview with the good woman who 
attempted to prevent Mr. Bolta from saving the 
boy's life. Her ideas and her attitude would make, 
interesting and instructive reading, without the 
slightest desire or intention of criticising her for 
her well meant action. 


There are still In this country a few newspapers 


vvhose editors boldly and unequivocally declare that 
a health department, column op feature does not 
properly belong in a good family newspaper. Yet 
these same "conservative"—mossback or reaction- 
ary is.the right term but they like to pose as con- 
servative'—editors constantly print health news and 
without the slightest regard for propriety or even 
for truth—it 'comes through more or less regular 
news channels and the editors assume it is fair and 
proper to4nrint it. 
-Had the editor of the paper in which appeared 
this item I quote, had a health editor to consult, or 
an-cxpert oh such"questions to summon, or a medi- 
cal friend or associate? he might have presented this 
Vital story,in a consistent fashion. As it is he was 
agleep at his desk and failed to sec the human in- 
terest in the item. He must be a "conservative edi- 
tor."

Slinor Hernia 


Is it i>ossiblo to cure a minor hernia by the use 


of a truss or any similar appliance or any external 
or local remedy? Or is surgical operation the only 
permanent cure? (J ' M ) 


Answer — If by minor you mean small, recent and 


reducible, it is possible to cure in some cases by 
special exercises, taken while the subject supports 
the 'hernia with his hand. Certainly operation is 
the only treatment that may be fairly called a per- 
manent or radical cure for hernia. As a rule I think 
it is safest and "best for the patient's interest, to 
operate on every hernia of more than six months 
standing in a person over 5 ycars_of age -No truss, 
appliance or other local or external remedy can be 
fairly or reasonably expected to cure hernia.

Our daughter, aged 15, is annoyed by sweating of 


the feet so that she has to change stockings twice a 
day. There Is no odor> but can you suggest some- 
thing to relievo this? (S. R. M.)

try of the American Chemical So:ietj 
winch will hold its second session a 
Northwestern University, Evanston 
111, July 23 to' August 18, next. 


Another aim of the chemists is to 


show farmers how to wipe out wastes 
proper conversion of which, it is esti- 
mated, would mean an annual sain in 
the -value of farm products of $3,000,- 
000,000. That is a lot of money. It ja 
more than any of the organization 
clamoring for .government relief fur 
the farmers expects to get in any one- 
year from Congress, and if the chem 
ists can do that for the embattled 
hosts of agriculture it appears 
possible that farm relief can be elim 
inatcd as a political and legislative is- 
sue.

And that would be a great relief for 


a great many other people, including 
sundry an divers candidates for public 
office. 


Through chemistry, i the scientists 


say, they vision the rise of great In- 
dustries based on the use of raw jma- 
terials of the farm that are now un- 
utilizied. 
Such tremendous strides 


have been taken in chemistry" during 
th'e last few years that it is altogether 
probable the scientists know what 
they are talking about, and assured- 
ly the layman who would scoff at 
them has more temerity than judg- 
ment.

ceed 20 persons for each 1000 gallons 
of clear water added to the water dup 
ing that period. 


The term clear water was interpret- 


ed to mean new clear water used to 
refill the pqol. new clear water used 
to replace loss by splashing- or dur- 
inc cleaning, ivater taken from the 
pool and returned after filtering, or 
any combination of such waters. 


Every pool should be provide- with 


shower baths and bathers should be 
compelled to use soap and water be- 
fore entering the pool. Ex cry pool 
should haic an overflow trough to 
carry away impurities from the sur- 
face.

It la taken for granted that all per-

AV. Norris of Nebraska one may disa- 
gree, one may believe that ho is mis- 


-. taken, but no one who really knows 


him can eyer for .a moment doubt his 
sincerity of purpose or cease to re- 
spect him. 


For Norris—independent, insurgent, 


irreconcilable or whatever you want 


• to call him—is almost everything that 


the public expects a senator to be, 


( and which a lot of them aren't. 


Even his opponents in the Senate 


(he has no enemies there) admire the 
rugged fearlessness of this man whom 
the LaFolIette forces have chosen to 


. wear their dead leader's crown in the 


192S fight for the Republican 
presi- 


dential nomination. 


But this veteran, who has grown 


. gray during his 25 years in House and 


Senate, is under no illusions. 


"There isn't a chance of my being 


made the Republican party's candi- 
date for president," he smiles. 


Probably the best description ever 


given of Senator Norris was written 
by Ray Clapper, noted Washington 
correspondent. 


"Cynics have a grand time dissect- 


ing politicians in Washington until 
they encounter 
George W. N_orris," 


Clapper wrote. "That always spoils 
everything, for how are they going to 
be cynical over a man that 
doesn't 


wear, any scenery, who blurts out cvt 
-erything, that he thinks, scorns pa- 
tronage, taunts the machine and even 
campaigns against his own 
party—- 


and flourishes politically all 
the 


while?" 


That is Senator Norris—honest of 


purpose, fearless, of punishment, in- 
different to party ties and slender of 
purse, who lives modestly in'a Mcth- 


; odist .boarding house near tho capitol 
: on his salary.33 a senator. 


"If I ever"inherited a million- dol- 


lar's'," he once smiled in the course of 


. a personal conversation, "I think I 


would.go to avfirst-class restaurant 


.. and.,find how if feels to order a first 


class meal without

. price figures,'on the menu card." 


But.Senator Norris is not opposed 


to .wealth honestly acquired and hon- 
estly 'used—the fable of the fox and 
the-grapes does not apply in his case. 
Only when it is dishonestly acquired, 
as in. the' case of Teapot Dome, and 
dishonestly used to oppress the less 
fortunate, does he pbject. - And then 
his voice in the Senate becomes thun- 
der. 


That explains his relentless fight on 


the power lobby, the "bread trust" 
and.many of his other battles.

Answer—If by minor you mean small, recent and 


reducible. It is possible to cure in some cases by 
special exercises, taken while the subject supports 
the 'hernia with his hand. Certainly operation is 
the only treatment that may be fairly called a per- 
manent or radical cure for hernia. As a rule I think 
it is safest and 'best for the patient's interest, to 
operate on'every hernia of more than six months 
standing in a person over 5 years of age .No truss, 
appliance.or other.local or external remedy can be 
fairly or reasonably expected to cure hernia.

New York—How to treat your first, 


second, or third child or your only 
child so his character 
will develop 


properly is a most perplexing problem 
to parents in this day when so much 
is blamed on "suppressed desires" and 
"thwarted impulses." 


Dr. -Alfred Adler, eminent psychla^ 


trl&t, founder of the behavior clinic 
in Vienna's public schools, feels that 
all first born, all second born and so 
on have group characteristics which, 
if understood, could be guided to hap 
piness. 


"First-born children have the big- 


gest chance at being famous or being 
neurasthenic," he contends. 
"BcTrig 


first born is the key position in a fam 
ily of children. The success or failure 
of first boras, unfortunately, depends 
tremendously on the attitude of the 
family towards the child. Too often 
tho advent of the second child diverts 
attention from the first, and leaves 
him a twarted individual." 
THREATENED BY DEPRESSION 
In "Children, the Magazine for Par- 


ents," Dr. Adler says of the first child 
"Unless he can overcome in the strug- 
gle for supremacy in his universe, he 
is apt to become depressed, peevish, 
more or less hopeless and will show 
ils hopelessness later in life if con- 
fronted by problems. If he is strong 
enough he becomes a fighting child." 


Parents could prevent this, if they 
iew how and took the care to, this 


psycshiatrist insists. First of all they 
should prepare the first-born for the 
coming" of the second. 


"Mb child is too young to be told 


of an expected brother or s>ister," he 
says. "Tell him what an influence of 
good he may be and how 
helpful. 


Then when the younger child arrives 
and occupies the whole 
household's 


attention, s,eo that the older one is 
kept busily employed either at a nurs- 
ery school or at home, in that way 
:he shift from parental attention from 
simself to tho newcomer will not ap- 


a catastrophe to him." 


COMPETITIVE DIFFICULTIES 
The second child has his troubles 


also, according to Dr. Adler. For he 
s apt to fine a peacemaker in his old- 
er bi other. Always confronted with 
the older'child, he &ees work and play 
n the light of a competitive race. He 
s naturally a rebel against recognized 
aower and is likely to be revolution- 
iry. But; if not able to compete suc- 
cessfully with the older child in work 
and play, e either seeks short cuts 
o success or loses hope. 


"Much, can be done for the second 


child," says Dr. Adler. "Avoid com- 
parisons-within the family. Set each 
child tasks suitable to his^.age and 
ibllity -an.d "refrain from * chiding- one

or play like the others. 


GIRLS DEVELOP RAPIDLY 
"If the older child is a boy and the' 


younger a girl, the boy is in a difficult 
position. Because nature suportsthe

She develops more 
quickly, placing the boy at a disad- 
vantage." 


The third child is likely to T)ecome 


lazy and an excuse-maker, the doctor 
warns us. He comes into a world of 
rivalry like the second child. But in 
the average family he has no succe^ 
sor. Therefore, when capable, he of- 
ten overcomes the older children by 
liis sense of importance. If this fails, 
lie may get out of things by hiding be- 
hind the fact of being spoiled a.nd end 
up lazy, escaping from tasks, wasting 
Lime, and making excuses throughout 
his whole life.

child of a family has any edge, on the 
only child for difficulties, according to 
:his psychiatrist. 
His one remedy for 


the only chiia's'problems is to adopt a 
playmate or send him to a nursery 
school as young as IS "months so he 
may learn social living with other 
children.
